Claims 1-6 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was the combination 
of a venous blood reservoir having a hemoconcentrator disposed within the reservoir 
and wherein the reservoir and hemoconcentrator are integrated in a single, monolithic 
assembly in combination with the other elements (or steps) in the claims.
